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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sakamoto, et al. (5125473). Sakamoto ('473) shows the use of a damper casing (1 ), a 
metallic whisker (2), wherein the damper casing is a woven pad (col. 4, line 62) formed 
as a circular wafer with corrugated sections (fig. 1, col. 5, line 1), and the metallic 
whisker is intermittently buried in the damper casing (col. 7, lines 9-12; fig. 8b elements 
1 and 2) and held by a fastening string (col. 8, lines 8-10). The applicant's 
"intermittently" held whisker to the peaks of "consecutively" held whisker along the 
valley segments is inherent in the sewn whisker of Sakamoto, i.e., sewing is intermittent 
and consecutive fastening. Regarding claim 2, Sakamoto et al. show an embodiment 
where the conductive foils (i.e., "whiskers") are sewn and thermally pressed to the 
damper. This thermal pressing is considered to meet applicant's claimed limitation of "a 
fixing binder is applied to every juncture of the damper casing and the metallic whisker 
tied with the fastening string." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sakamoto et al. (5191697) shows a damper of woven cloth and 
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tinsel wires being sewn into the damper cloth (fig. 9). Mango, III et al. Also shows sewn 
whisker wires (fig. 4a).
